School district plans 
heavy cuts in budget

Facing a $1.2 million budget 
deficit and an “enemy” in the 
governor's mansion, the Ro- 
mulus Community School 
Board is preparing to sharpen 
its budget axe this Monday 
night in an attempt to come 
close to creating a balanced 
budget by end of this school 
year. 

Gov. John Engler, described 
as a “demagogue” and “enemy 
of the public school concept,” 
took the heaviest verbal shots 
of the evening from Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. William 
Bedell. 

Bedell told the gathering 
that he had been invited to 
hear Engler’s school funding 
proposals first hand Tuesday 
by State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
(D-Taylor). 

Among the immediate cuts 
in the current budget sug- 
gested by the school board’s fi- 
nance committee were $10,000 
worth of field trips, $25,000 in 
in-servire training, more than 


$140,000 in supplies, a $40,000 
high school attendance posi- 
tion and various district social 
workers, totaling $140,000 in 
salaries. 

The total line cuts listed by 
the school finance committee 
came to $478,200 for this school 
year and another $543,200 for 
the 1994-95 school year. 

Some of the cuts would also 
include trimming back some 
teaching positions. 

A high school counselor po- 
sition could be cut in the sec- 
ond semester and class size 
could be changed among other 
line items that could slice an- 
other $622,200 from the current 
budget 

Several parents and 
teachers asked that the initial 
cuts be made without affecting 
the students so heavily. 

One letter was submitted to 
the board on behalf of special 
education teacher Joan Will- 
iamson, urging that the school 
district’s central office take 
some of the cuts, including two 
of the four secretaries and one 
of the two receptionists. 


Williamson also recom- 
mended other secretarial cuts 
throughout the district and the 
elimination of one of the two 
senior high assistant principal 
posts. 

She also urged cutting 
building budgets by 20 percent 
and asked that parent groups 
purchase “special” supplies. 

Lynne Cadden, a Hale- 
Greek School secretary and 
long-time parent activist, read 
her letter to the board, urging 
them to: 

•cut breakfast and lunches 
for staff members paid by dis- 
trict funds. 

•end Saturday classes. 

•limit lunch aides to one per 
classroom. 

•end all overtime pay. 

•eliminate all after school 
busses. 

•limit bus drivers to eight 
hours work a day. 

•as a last resort, eliminate 
art, music and gym. 

A district social worker, 
Richard Spring, asked the

Case open 

Results of court probe still sought

Official state final reports 
on the recent audit and State 
Police criminal investigation 
of financial operations at the 
34th District Court are cur- 
rently being sought by the As- 
sociated Newspapers and the 
District Court Control Unit at 
the Romulus-based district 
court. 

Prior to the recent filings, 
34th District Court Adminis- 
trator Nancy Schuette re- 
signed her $55,000 position 
after being on paid leave for 
approximately six months. 

Her assistant, Tammy 
Riopelle, remains on such a 
paid leave, while Probation 
Department chief Carol Bow- 
man, serves as acting adminis- 
trator. 

Chief Judge William Szlinis 
revealed two weeks ago that a 
search for a new court admin- 
istrator had begun and adver- 
tisements for the position are 
now appearing in area news- 
papers including the Associ- 
ated Newspapers. 


The advertisements ask ap- 
plicants to submit their re- 
sumes by no later than Oct. 22, 
and set a stating salary at 
$43,000. Szlinis said the salary 
could be raised depending 
upon the successful appli- 
cant’s background and educa- 
tion. 

Applications will be 
screened by a three-member 
committee, but the district 
court may hire a successor to 
Schuette other than the one 
named as the committee’s se- 
lection. 

It was reported that Schue- 
tte was not one of the previous 
screening committee’s choices. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally (part of the court’s 
control unit) said she will keep 
a close eye on the develop- 
ments at the court and ac- 
knowledged that the control 
unit had filed the search letter 
with the state Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. 

The control unit will pro- 
ceed with the U.S. Attorney 
General’s office in Detroit, if it 
doesn’t get a timely response 


from the state, McAnally said. 

“I’m sure the court is embar- 
rassed over the audit and 
criminal probe,” McAnally 
said, “but when I asked for 
similar action two years ago, I 
was told by then Chief Judge 
Henry Zaborowski ‘don’t med- 
dle in the affairs of the court’.” 

McAnally said she hopes 
“something good will come 
from this investigation and 
change of personnel,” but 
won’t take anything for 
granted. 

Under the state Freedom of 
Information Act, Associated 
Newspapers Publisher Susan 
Willett also wrote to Michigan 
State Attorney General Frank 
J. Kelley requesting “all find- 
ings and applicable reports 
concerning the audit per- 
formed by your office and the 
Michigan State Police at the 
34th District Court located in 
Romulus.” 

To date there has been no 
reported response to any in- 
quiry seeking the findings of 
the audit. 


Incumbent mayor forsees major growth, challenges for city

This is the first of three stories 
on the uncontested city mces this 
November. Articles on Romulus 
City Clerk Linda Choate and 
1 Yeasurer Jim Napiorkowski will 
follow. 

Five-time Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, who admits to being 
the lowest paid full-time 
mayor in Wayne County, also 
acknowledges she did not get 
into city government because 
of money considerations. 

Two decades ago McAnally 
began the first of her three 
terms on the Romulus City 
Council. In 1979 she sought the 
treasurer’s office and was elec 
ted twice. 

Then, in 1983 she chal- 
lenged incumbent Mayor Will-

iam Oakley, defeated him and 
has been the mayor since that 
time. This is the fourth time 
that she is running unopposed 
for the top city office. 

In a wide ranging interview 
on Monday, 66-year-old 
McAnally acknowledged great 
pride in the fact that many of 
the projects she has staked her 
administration on are now 
coming to fruition. 

Many of our city residents’ 
greatest dreams will not occur 
until Romulus’ population 
takes a tremendous hike, 
McAnally said, thus it is impor 
taut that a wide variety of new 
housing be established 
throughout the city. 

This past weekend, 
McAnally and various city 
council members attended a 
grand opening of the Beverly 


Woods subdivision, adjacent to 
Joan and Middlebelt roads. 

The moderate-priced homes 
made available there, along 
with the recent addition of 
manufactured homes in other 
subdivisions, should be of tre- 
mendous value to the young, 
homeowner and the downsiz- 
ing senior citizen. McAnally 
said. 

In addition, upscale homes 
will soon be added to another 
320-acre site, formerly owned 
by Wayne County, in the area 
of Merriman and Van Born 
roads. 

This subdivision also will 
contain a public 18-hole golf 
course and a commercial shop 
ping strip, McAnally said, and 
hopefully should attract a nu- 
mber of area business manage 
ment style residents. 


Another upscale series of 
houses will also be added to 
the available homes in the up- 
coming Heath Point subdivi- 
sion. 

In addition to housing, 
McAnally is anticipating the 
beginning of the long awaited 
Wick Road intersection and 
hopefully with it the construc- 
tion of the much talked about 
Metro World complex. 

With massive cutbacks in 
city’ and state revenues now on 
the tax books, McAnally real- 
izes that city governments 
have to be more aggressive in 
their hunt for tax dollars. 

With the future of tax abate- 
ments and Tax Increment Fi- 
nance Authorities in question, 
McAnally feels that cities must 
seek out industries, possible 
convention center developers 


and even gambling casinos if 
they are to survive in this eco- 
nomically troubled time.

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A taxing issue 

School finance debate 
opens a ‘can of worms’

At a Monday morning meet- 
of the Southern Wayne 
unty Chamber of Com- 
rce, Wayne County Execu- 
tj e Edward McNamara 
i, ?stioned the wisdom of 
bolishing school property 
•taxes. 

Calling property taxes the 
most steady source of money,” 
McNamara expressed interest 
i hearing the governor’s edu- 
:on reform plan slated to be 
i nounced the following day. 
With $6 billion in education 
lo nds slashed. Gov. John En- 
i has been sending up “trial 
balloons” on proposals to re- 
lace funds which were 
lashed when the passage of 
Senate Bill 1 eliminated 
school property taxes. 

“Somehow those tax dollars 
have to be replaced,” said 
McNamara noting that the un 
expected passage of Senate 
Bill 1 placed Gov. John Engler 
a the uncomfortable position 
*f “running like hell to get in 
front of the people he was 
leading.” 

Prior to his offical announ- 
cement, Engler had proposed 
a 2-cent increase in the state 
^ lies tax, which must be ap- 
proved by the voters, a 16- 
i dll property tax on busi- 
nesses and owners of second 
homes, a 2 to 4 percent tax on 
real estate transactions and a 
50-cents per pack tax on ciga 
rettes. 

“The only people who won’t 
be complaining about that are 
the smokers. They are too in- 
timidated to complain, ” 
^McNamara said. '‘Voters al- 
ready turned down a sales tax 
increase, real estate people 
won’t be pleased about the 
lansaction tax and business 
owners who were paying 40 
nills probably won’t complain 
too much about a restoration 
of 16 mills.” 


McNamara noted that prop- 
erty taxes are the most stable 
source of school funding. 

“Educators need that surety 
and permanency of property 
taxes,” McNamara said. “Sales 
taxes and income taxes are 
flexible. Of the two, sales taxes 
are the least objectionable. In- 
come taxes are viewed as rep- 
rehensible.” 

The county executive recog- 
nized the plight of commu- 
nities with Tax Increment 
Finance Authorities (TIFA), 
which have “almost totally lost 
their funding” with the pas- 
sage of Senate Bill 1. The loss 
of captured school property 
taxes will force cities and 
townships to seek alternate 
sources to repay their TIFA 
bonds, placing an additional 
burden on local communities, 
he said. 

Another method of funding 
schools would be to divert $700 
million in state revenues 
which were earmarked for lo- 
cal communities to education. 
That plan would leave local 
communities scrambling to re- 
place the lost state revenue by 
increasing local taxes. 

“I think, the governor will 
propose to stop making pay- 
ments to local governments. 
That means, if $700 million is 
not replaced, there will be 
smaller police departments 
and fewer fire stations.” 
McNamara predicted. “Shift- 
ing taxes to local governments 
is totally unacceptable.” 

McNamara, who served for 
five years on a Dearborn 
Township school board, had 
some criticism for state educa- 
tors. 

He started his criticism with 
the scheduling of June school 
elections, which attract few vo- 
ters, and the summer school 
millage requests, which also 
draw only a small percentage 
of the registered voters. 

“These are done at times 
when people are on vacation.

and when a very concerted ef- 
fort can be made to elect se- 
lected people and to pass 
millages,” the county execu- 
tive said. 

“We need fewer districts, 
fewer superintendents and a 
standard education policy,” 
McNamara said. “We have 600 
to 800 school districts in the 
state and each one has a super- 
intendent, a director of curric- 
ulum and other directors. I’m 


not criticizing the teacher who 
makes $59,000 per year and 
who teaches 28 to 30 students, 
but we can't afford to dupli- 
cate administrators in each of 
the state districts.” 

“We also can’t afford to 
build schools in one district 
and tear them down in an- 
other. It costs all of the state 
taxpayers when this occurs, 
not just those in the districts 
involved,” he said. 


County executive 
hedges on plans 


“I’m keeping my options 
open,” said Wayne County Ex 
ecutive Edward McNamara 
when asked if he planned to 
enter the race for Senator Don 
Riegel’s post. 

Riegel’s announcement last 
week that he would not seek 
another term as a U.S. senator 
began a scramble of fellow 
Democrats and Republicans to 
name a “winning” candidate 
for the balloting next year. 

McNamara was questioned 
about his candidacy at the Oct. 
4 legislative breakfast spon 
sored by the Southern Wayne 
County Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


“There was a Senator 
McNamara in the past and if 
one of my sons runs for office, 
there may be a McNamara in 
the future,” said McNamara, 
prior to his statement that he 
would leave his options open. 

“I like what I’m doing. I 
watched Lucas (former county 
executive Bill Lucas) run for 
governor and the county did a 
backslide when his attention 
was diverted from the county,” 
McNamara said. “We’ve come 
a long way in Wayne County 
and we have a long way to go.” 

While not opening the door 
to enter the senate race, 
McNamara did not close it.

High school is still without heat

Incomplete work on the 
heating system at Romulus Se- 
nior High School this summer 
left the totally remodeled 
school building on Wayne 
Road without heat during the 
unexpected temperature 
drops last week and early this 
week. 

Assistant Principal Michael 
Teasdale confirmed last 
Thursday “it is brisk in here 
today -in the 60s - but we have 
not had any major com- 
plaints.” 

“Since the subcontractor in 
charge of the heating system 
did not get the job done this 
summer, we have added other 
workers. They will be working 
on weekdays after school 
hours and double time this 
weekend in an effort to get the 


job done by Wednesday (to- 
day),” Teasdale said. “We were 
hoping to have normal Sep- 
tember weather, but unfor- 
tunately we didn’t get it.” 

He credited other work 
done at the school during the 
summer with keeping most of 
the 36-50 degree temperatures 
outside. 

He said “secretaries are 
using their normal portable 
heaters, similar to past years.” 

But since such units are not 
effective in classroom situa- 
tions, other portable heating 
devices are being switched 
from other buildings within 
the district to the high school 
for the duration. 

A check with Teasdale on 
Monday revealed most of the 
piping work and installation of 
one of the two needed large 
pump replacements had been 
completed over the weekend. 


The final piping installa- 
tions and second pump was to 
be installed in time for the Oct. 
6 target completion date, 
which was set last Thursday. 

“By then forecasters are 
projecting the weather will 
warm up to 76 degrees. Unfor 
tunately, our air conditioning 
will not be ready then,” Tea- 
sdale said. “The students and 
staff members have been great 
despite the few inconve- 
niences we have had in the 
start-up of the school year.” 

Phone call complaints were 
received however at the Ro- 
mulus Roman and Romulus 
School District offices over the 
heating delay. 

The remodeling of the 
school building during the 
summer also reportedly 
blocked school band members 
from practicing prior to the 
school opening and thus the 


band used a number of kazoos 
at the opening home football 
game. 

Part of the six classroom sci- 
ence wing could be opened as 
early as late this week, Tea- 
sdale said, barring any other 
remodeling difficulties. 

Meanwhile Assistant Princi- 
pal Daniel Hurst said the open 
house for parents of freshmen 
students was held on schedule 
last week. 

“Fifty five parents turned 
out giving us a good base to 
work with this year. We intro- 
duced the class advisors, Jim 
Orme and Marge Bergman, as 
well as the parent coordina- 
tors,” Hurst said. 

Principal Tom Dolan dis- 
cussed the building remodel- 
ing effort and the school 
curriculum. The parents also 
were taken on a tour of the 
newly constructed facilities.

“I’m not in favor of restoring 
anything at this time. If we vote 
for any motions tonight, we are 
not thinking and acting strate- 
gically with what is going on.

Posey suggested waiting to 
designate the state funding un- 
til after the millage election 
and when the administration 
is exactly sure how much fund- 
ing they will receive. 

“I cannot be Fiscally respon- 
sible if I vote for immediate 
restoration of these programs. 
Kids would get on the buses 


and have to get off the buses 
again. We don’t know what our 
funding will be,” Winter said. 

However, other board mem 
bers felt the lack of a program 
restoration schedule would 
cause a millage defeat 

“If we hold off until after the 
election, we will be accused of 
withholding money for politi- 
cal reasons. I see no reason to 
delay taking action, or at least 
letting people know when this 
will happen,” LeBianc said. 

Despite the restoration 
schedule, district teachers 
who attended the meeting and 
Wayne Westland Education 
Association President Bill 
Reece were not pleased with 
the designated Oct 12 and 25 
dates. 

“I think the board is being 
just like Gov. Engler by waiting 
until Oct. 25 to restore pro- 
grams they know they have the 


money to fund,” Reece said. 

Other teachers expressed 
their concerns over lack of 
planning time and expressive 
arts for elementary children. 

“We’re burnt out. Please 
help us. We need the time and 
the kids need the specials,” 
Wildwood Elementary' teacher 
Sharon Mayernik said. 

• After the vote was cast. 
Posey said, “I think we can kiss 
our millage election goodbye.” 

“I agree that you have 
stopped any passage of mill- 
age. They're (residents) going 
to be confused,” Westland resi 
dent Patricia Doucher said.

from another round of casino 
development concept semi- 
nars, this one in Reno, Nev. 

“This seminar stressed the 
downside of casino towns,” 
McAnally admitted. “We were 
told that five percent of those 
who frequent casinos on a reg- 
ular basis get hooked and thus 
cities offering such gaming fa- 
cilities need to provide alter- 
native treatment for those who 
fall victim.” 

Surprisingly, McAnally said, 
typical gambling addicts are 
middle-aged women, who get 
hooked on video poker. 

McAnally was shown the 
massive security measures 
that take place in a city such as 
Reno (much of it behind the 
scenes or behind one-way mir- 
ror set-ups). 

On the plus side, casino op- 
erations also offer many good 
paying jobs with top benefits 
for their employees, she said. 

Since city taxpayers have 
shown they demand better 
roads, but are unwilling to pay 
for them, McAnally said, we 
have to find other ways to 
cover these improvements and 
convention centers and ca- 
sinos could be part of the an- 
swer. 

“Gaming is part of the Amer- 
ican spirit,” she said, “and 
thus if out- of-town people 
want to gamble, we may want 
to give them the chance to 
leave their money here with 
us.” 

But, McAnally cautions, 
gambling is still illegal here. 

“But if Michigan opens the 
casno doors across the state, 
we want to at least be able to 
consider it as an option,” the 
mayor said. 

McAnally is also proud that 
the city hotel tax base has 
more than doubled in the past 
decade, and if some type of 
recreational area could be ad 
ded to the scene here that rate 
could jump even higher.

The City of Romulus Ordains: 

SECTION 1: Short Title: Amended Taxation Ordinance 
SECTION 2: That Section 34-2, be added to read as follows: 

Section 34-2. Letter of Authority Required for 
Agents and Counsel Appearing Before Board of Re- 
view. 

Every person appearing before the Board of Review, 
representing someone other than themselves, shall pro- 
vide the Board of Review specific written authority to 
appear before the Board of Review regard mg the appeal 
of the property assessment of the specific property, from 
the property owner. The verification shall indicate the 
name, address and telephone number of the property 
owner, the property owners signature, verification of the 
property owner's signature by notary and the name and 
address of the representative and the specific tax year 
being appealed. 

A current original letter of authority is a prerequisite to 
an appearance before the Board of Review. The Board 
does not have authority to hear an appeal without appro- 
priate authorization of the property owner. 

SECTION 3: PENALTY 

Every person, firm, or corporation who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punished by imposition of a fine not to exceed Five 
hundred ($500.00) dollars, or by imprisonment for a 
penod not to exceed ninety (90) days, or both fine and 
imprisonment. Any person violating the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall in addition become liable to the 
City for any expense or loss or damage occasioned by 
the City by reason of such violation. 

SECTION 4: SEVERABILITY 

Should any section, subdivision, clause, or phase of this 
ordinance be declared by any court of competent juris- 
diction to be invalid, the same shall not affect the val- 
idity of the ordinance as a whole, or any pan thereof, 
other than the part so invalidated.

Not what they 
had in mind 

It gave a whole new meaning to the word board. 

Recently, members of the Plymouth-Canton Board of 
Education were forced to endure the boarding up of a $3.8 
million investment in two new schools in the district when 
a millage election failed to win the support of voters. 

The boarding up of these two buildings truly was a sad 
• situation, indeed, for a number of reasons. Did they school 
administration not plan properly for the future? Didn’t 
someone suspect they’re might not be funds to operate 
these buildings? Why would these people have spent this 
kind of money when it might better have been spent in the 
buildings that exist, providing a better education for the 
district students? 

While these questions seem almost trite by now to mem- 
bers of the board of education and school administrators, 
the impact has just now been felt by many who really were 
unaware that this might be the ultimate outcome. The 
answers are that the board had no idea changes in financ- 
ing might have this type of impact on the district finances. 
No, they didn’t suspect there might not be money for the 
schools, but when they did, they asked for a millage from 
the taxpayers to prevent the boarding up of this multi- 
million dollar investment. When the taxpayers refused, 
they had no choice. 

Now, with all school funding across the state held hos- 
tage to the political machinations of the gubernatorial and 
political aspirations of the legislature, everyone is in an 
even murkier quandary. 

This is an ugly situation, and while this is Plymouth-

Whether our first priority is the 
education of our children or the protection of our property 
values, this is a desperate situation which must be dealt 
with and dealt with quickly. 

Before every board is on the doors or windows of what 
once was a school in our state. 


Simply delirious 

And while we’re at it-we’re going to expand our hori- 
zons a bit and tell the Washington bureaucrats just what 
we think about the infighting and political football they’ve 
been playing with lives in this country lately. 

While we usually attempt to keep our opinions on this 
page to local matters, this time, we think the Potomac 
insanity has affected us at a local level worthy of comment. 
Or perhaps our wavering from our self- imposed bound- 
aries is a symptom of the contagion factor of this disease. 

What IS going on here? We hear nothing from this pro- 
posal for national health care reform other than banal 
generalities after months and months of study. It seems 
that a wonderful, reasonable idea has been trampled into 
mediocrity and is strangling in generalities. 

Ifthere is to be a national health plan, all these political 
creatures in Washington must first be inoculated against 
the germs of parochial and partisan decisions based not 
on what’s good for the country and for the people but on 
what’s good for their party and their political contributors. 

Let’s get to it. If this has turned into a game of political 
favors and the outcome will be determined by the lobby- 
ists who throw the most money through the most hoops, we 
are all doomed.

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No vote on 
millage urged 

To the editor: 

Many parents and taxpayers 
are questioning the wisdom of 
the 6-mill school tax increase 
requested by the Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education. 
Wayne-Westland currently is 
paying a school tax far above 
the average in the state. Pas- 
sage of a 6-mill increase will 
again put us at or near the top 
of Michigan’s 500 plus districts 
in school millage. Our commu- 
nity cannot afford to again pay 
the highest school tax in the 
state as we did as recently as 
1992. 

Further adding to the dis- 
content, many ask: Why are 
program cuts always targeted 
at those areas that impact the 
kids and the parents most - 
like sports, band and busing. Is 
this fair?

These programs, EVEN 
FULLY FUNDED, represent 
only a small fraction of the 
school’s total budget.

Get out, stay out 

‘Evacuate and remain outside’ is

“Get out! Stay out! Your fire 
safe response,” is the theme of 
the Oct. 3 9 National Fire Pre 
vent ion Week. 

To eliminate needless fire 
injuries and deaths, firefigh- 
ters advise individuals to 
leave their homes during a fire 
and to remain in a safe area 
until firefighters have put out 
the fire and made the area 
safe. 

Tom Jankowski of the Miehi 
gan Association of Fire 
Fightefs (MAFF) offers two ex- 
amples of tragedies that can 
occur when fire victims re- en- 
ter a burning structure. 

“A fire struck in the middle 


of the nighf forcing a family of 
four out of its home. A 7-year 
old boy, distraught that his 
pets were left behind, re 
turned to retrieve them and 
perished. The same fire also 
took the life of a young fire- 
fighter who entered to save the 
child,” Jankowski said. “Else- 
where, another family of four 
is trapped in a blazing trailer. 
The parents escape, but two 
boys remain asleep in their 
bedroom, and, after escaping 
the blaze, the mother returns 
and dies outside the boys’ bed- 
room door.” 

Lessons can be learned 
from both tragic events. 

“Perhaps, it’s easy to play 
Monday morning quarterback, 
but, if that seven-year old had 


been closely watched, he 
would never have made in 
back inside. If the two boys in 
that bedroom had gone over an 
escape route with their fami- 
lies before the fire and the 
room had been equipped with 
an emergency ladder, they also 
might still be alive,” the MAFF 
representative said 

In both instances, it appears 
that the smoke detectors were 
operational. But, more is 
needed. Once a fire is discov 
ered, individuals must know 
how to get out alive, he said. 

“The combined use of 
smoke detectors and residen- 
tial sprinklers can reduce the 
risk of fire deaths by approx 
imately 75 percent,” Jan 
kowski said.

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Pumpkin Factory gears up for Halloween 


Last week, the fields of Marcel and Linda LeBlancs’ farm on Harris Road were full of pumpkins. Today, most of the 
crop has been harvested, and is ready to be turned into jack o’lanterns and holiday pies. 

“They are all ripe and ready to go. It’s been an excellent growing year for pumpkins. For the past 17 years, I’ve 
opened the Pumpkin Factory at the beginning of October and we continue through Halloween/ 1 said Linda LeBlanc. 
“During the last few days in September, we keep our fingers crossed that we won’t get a frost or a heat wave. Either 
would have a bad effect on our pumpkin crop.” 

According to the LeBlancs, the 40-acre pumpkin crop this year is a fine one, with 150 to 200 pound pumpkins on the 
vines, along with smaller varieties. 

While pumpkins, food treats, costumes and holiday decorations are featured at the Pumpkin Factory, the biggest 
draw is the Halloween display at the Harris Road farm. 

“This year we’re doing something different. The kids who work for us usually play the roles of the monsters, and 
station themselves along the hayride trail to scare the riders. However, now we’ve let them make up eight of their own 
scary scenes - with our final approval, of course - and we’re giving a prize for the best one,” LeBlanc said. 

By letting the participants create their own scenes, LeBlanc believes the Halloween displays will be a spectacular 
one this year. 

“For the youngsters who don’t want a scary experience, we have animals here for them to see. This year, we’re 
making them more accessible to the youngsters,” she said. “We have a miniature donkey, a llama, a baby calf, goats, 
sheep, rabbits and chickens.” 

Teams of horsfes will pull wagon-loads of visitors through the fields and provide hayrides for the Pumpkin Factory 
guests, she said. 

“We always try to have something new in our store. This year we have fall blankets and pillows and some animated 
characters - a flying witch, Dracula and a witch in a rocking chair,” LeBlanc said. “We have a variety of scary masks plus 
some funny ones, like Laurel and Hardy.” 

LeBlanc said she features traditional costumes, rather than characters which “may be here today and gone tomor- 
row.” 

The farm is located at 48651 Harris Road, south of Bemis and west of Sumpter Road, just a short distance from their 
former location on Elwell Road.

Some soared toward the 
clouds with ease while others 
twisted and twirled in the bat- 
tle against the inevitable 
forces of gravity as they 
plunged toward the earth. 

Recently the Flying Pil- 
grims gathered at a field in 
Canton Township at Lilley and 
Van Born roads to demon- 
strate their newest model 
plane creations, according to 
Bert Brian, president of the 
model airplane fanciers. 

“We had a crowd of more 
than 500 people,” Brian said.

Building a model plane 
which will actually lift off from 
the ground can take anywhere 
from a month to a year to coin 
plete. Some models can be 
very sophisticated while 
others can take flight with a 
simple wing span. 

“The best way to Find out 
about these kind of planes is to 
go to the hobby shops,” Brian 
said. “There is Rider’s Hobby 


Shop in Canton, Nankin Hard- 
ware in Westland and Joe’s 
Hobby Centers in Farmington. 

“We have people in the 
group who have been building 
models for years.

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Mother alleges sales group mistreated 1 5-year-old son

A Westland woman has 
made allegations against a 
Garden City based group 
called Michigan Junior Ca 
reers, which offers youths bet 
ween 14 and 18 years of age the 
chance to earn money by, sell 
ing candy door-to- door. 

Michigan Junior Careers of 
fers southeastern Michigan 
teens the opportunity to earn 
money by traveling to other 
cities by van to sell candy. 

Karen Burnett of Westland 
said the group came to pick up 
her son, Garry Plateau, 15, 
Sept. 18 around 8:45 a.m. and 
did not bring him back until 
10:30 p.m. that evening. Burn 
ett was also dismayed that her 
son, a Wayne Memorial High 
School junior, was left stand- 
ing alone for one-half hour in 
What she termed “a ghetto 
area,” before anyone came to 
pick him up. 

“There aren’t any ghettos in 
Jackson to my knowledge. We 
don’t work in such areas,” 
Charles Smith, owner of Michi- 
gan Junior Careers, said. 

Smith said the driver, Mic- 
hael Ikeh, experienced brake 
failure on the vehicle after 
dropping the teens off and 
took his vehicle to a nearby 
muffler shop to get it tempo- 
rarily repaired so he could get 
the teens home. 

“He took care of the repair 
as quickly as possible. Michael 
had the teens’ safety in mind,” 
Smith said. 


Smith said the teens left 
Jackson during daylight hours, 
but Ikeh drove slowly because 
of the brake problem. Smith 
said the teens normally work 
till about 8 p.m. and have 
breaks mid day. 

Burnett contacted police 
when her son did not return by 
6 p.m. and had an all points 
bulletin (ABP) put out on her 
son at the Westland police sta- 
tion. 

“I was frantic when he 
didn’t come home by 6 p.m.,” 
Burnett said. 

Burnett added that the van 
the teens were transported in 
had no safety belts and con- 
tended that the group was al- 
lowing children under 14 to 
sell candy. 

Smith denied all of these al- 
legations and added that par- 
ents must sign permission 
slips in order for their chil- 
dren to participate in the pro- 
gram. 

“We made an error in judg 
ment as far as letting her know 
when her son would be home. 
But I truly believe this parent 
is going overboard,” Smith 
said. 

Burnett called Wayne Me- 
morial High School Principal 
Ronald Stratton with her com- 
plaint. 

“She was upset because she 
thought the activity was 
school-related,” Stratton said. 

Stratton said he called 
Smith and told him to keep his 
employees off school grounds 
and has not had any problems 
since. 

“We called and asked them 
not to solicit our student popu- 
lation. They were very recep-

tive,” Stratton said. 

Smith said his employees do 
not distribute fliers on school 
grounds, but rather pass them 
out to students on their way 
home from school. 

Burnett said she was also in- 
formed that one child was left 
in Jackson by the group on a 
different occasion.

Harvey said he had one of 
the youths from the group sell 
candy at his door recently, but 
since he has received the com- 
plaint from the Westland resi- 
dent, he said he wouldn’t 
purchase another candy bar 
from Junior Careers organiza- 
tion. 

Smith said his organization 
is a very positive thing for the 


teens to become involved in to 
occupy their time. Michigan 
Junior Careers provides teens 
with an opportunity to earn 
money and provides them with 
a scheduled group activity ev- 
ery month, Smith said. The 
teens earn $1.25 per each $5 
box of candy they sell. 

“It keeps them out of trou- 
ble. We are making a differ- 
ence in a positive way,” Smith 
said. 

Smith added that the group 
also gets involved with fund- 
raisers and food drives 
throughout the year.

Arraignment set for 
robbery suspects 

An Oct. 13 arraignment on infor- 
mation has been scheduled for 
three local residents charged with

On Sept. 29, preliminary exam- 
inations were waived for all three 
suspects.

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Local man found guilty of sexual assault

A former Westland resident was convicted in 
the first of five cases involving criminal sexual 
conduct (CSC) against youths under 13 years of age 
in Washtenaw County Circuit Court. 

Gary Stephen Greenwell, a 34 year-old Superior 
Township resident, was convicted by jury on 
Wednesday of first-degree CSC involving a 13- 
year-old boy. Greenwell is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced for the crime on Nov. 19 and faces a maxi- 
mum of life in prison. 

Greenwell was initially arrested May 26 for al- 
legedly assaulting a business associate’s 9 year 
old son. The 1976 John Glenn High School gradu- 
ate was ordered to be held on a $1 million bond 
after Washentaw County Sheriffs deputies discov- 
ered 1,780 sexually explicit videotapes involving 
young boys and 59 bags of marijuana, marijuana 
plants and 100 LSD tablets. 

Greenwell, a former executive producer with 
the Bloomfield Hills-based Ross Roy advertising 
firm, faces six more counts of CSC, including four 
counts of second-degree and two counts of first- 
degree CSC involving a total of four other young 
boys. 

Video equipment and cameras were found in 
one of the bedrooms in Greenwell’s home located 
on the 8700 block of Nottingham Drive in Superior 
Township. Washtenaw County Sheriffs Lt. R.J. 
Smith testified that the room contained a water- 
bed on a raised platform and “a great deal of 


audio and video equipment.” 

Whshtenaw County Sheriffs Deputy Michael 
King was responsible for viewing the two video- 
tapes shown during the three-day jury trial. One 
videotape involved the 13-year-old boy and an- 
other showed scenes of a 7-year-old and his 8-year- 
old brother. 

The second videotape of the two brothers was 
admitted into evidence to show the state of mind 
of the defendant under a new “similar acts rul- 
ing.” 

During one section of the 13-year-old’s tape, 
King recounted Greenwell saying, “Why don’t you 
take off all your clothes and let’s get started.” 

The video shows Greenwell measuring the boy 
to allegedly determine his size of clothing. 

“After I was naked, he measured my legs to save 
time trying on clothes,” the victim testified. 

At one point, Greewell asked the victim to get 
on his hands and knees with his buttocks facing 
the camera, but told the boy the camera was not 
on. Greenwell then told the boy his buttocks were 
dirty and began wiping the area with a rag. 

Throughout the video, Greenwell instructed the 
victim to change his underwear and kept the cam- 
era focused on the boy’s genitals. 

The victim’s mother testified she trusted Green- 
well because he was a friend of her son’s music 
teacher, whom she has known for several years. 

“Initially my son talked to him (Greenwell) 
about making a (commercial) video,” she said. 

The victim’s mother said she accompanied her 
son during the initial meeting with Greenwell, in 


which the defendant allegedly told the mother he 
and her son would have to go shopping for some 
clothes for the video. The mother testified that 
when her son brought back the clothing he al- 
legedly bought that day she thought it was odd 
that there were no price tags on them. 

“I went through the bags. None of the clothes 
were wrapped or had any tags at all,” she said. 

The victim testified that the CSC incident oc- 
curred when he met the defendant to go shopping 
and Greenwell told him he had clothes at his 
home for the boy to try on. 

The video involving the 7- and 8-year-old also 
showed the boys being asked to take their under- 
wear off and put them back on several times. 
Greenwell asked both of the boys to lay on the bed 
and spread their legs apart with the camera fo- 
cused on the boys genitals. Greenwell assured the 
boys that he was not taping throughout the video, 
in which he asked the boys to lift their buttocks in 
the air while the camera focused on their genitals. 

In testimony from the brothers, both stated that 
Greenwell put his finger between their buttocks, 
but there was no penetration. 

Defense attorney, Douglas Mullkoff, did not re- 
fute arguements that his client touched the 13- 
year-old inappropriately, but did dispute the 
charge of anal penetration. 

Prosecutor Amy Ronayne proved to the jury’s 
satisifaction that Greenwell did commit sexual 
penetration with his finger against the 13-year-old 
boy. 


Resident musician

Car crash claims life of local teenager

What began as a “joy ride” around the Wayne-Westland 
area ended in tragedy for two Westland teenagers Oct. 5. 

Daniel Alexander Daughtry, 15, died Tuesday and Mic- 
hael Burge, 19, is in serious condition at the University of 
Michigan Hospital after the white convertible Mustang they 
allegedly stole from a Wayne home slammed into railing off 
of Michigan Avenue near the railroad tracks and turned 
over at least three times, according to Wayne Police Chief 
John Colligan. 

“We received information from Westland police that they 
had seen the car westbound on Ford Road earlier in the 
day,” Colligan said. “We were later notified that the car was 
on westbound Michigan Avenue. 

“Police officer Martin Boisvert tried to stop the car at 
Second Street. They took off at a high rate of speed.” 

When the two Westland youths drove off at approximately 
70 mph, Colligan said Boisvert decided not to follow them at 
the same rate of speed in order to avoid an accident Burge 
was reportedly driving at the time of the accident. 

“It was near 5 p.m. at the time, and there was a high rate 
of traffic in the area,” Colligan said. “The officer continued 
following and was on Elizabeth when the crash occurred.” 

Colligan said the convertible mustang hit the guard rail 
on the south side of westbound Michigan Avenue which 
caused it to turn over. 

“The two individuals in the car were not wearing seat- 
belts at the time,” Colligan said. “They were thrown from 
the car. The 15-year-old (who was the passenger) was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at Annapolis Hospital.” 

Colligan said the teenagers had allegedly stolen the vehi- 
cle from the Wayne home at 2 a.m. Oct. 5 and had been 
driving it around all day. 

“Apparently at one point during the day they had re-

placed one of the tires with one of those doughnut tires/’ 
Colligan said. 

John Lucka, owner of ABC Auto Reconditioning on Mich- 
igan Avenue, was an eyewitness at the scene and said he 
believed the Westland residents were driving at least 70 
mph before the crash occurred. 

Lucka’s business is situated directly across from the acci- 
dent scene. 

“I was watching out of the front window around 5 p.m.

Pretrial set 
for sibling 
defendants

Krystal Cheeks, who cele- 
brated her 17th birthday in jail 
last Friday, and her 15-year- 
old brother, Clinton, will re- 
turn on Wednesday to the 22nd 
District Court in Inkster to an- 
swer to felony murder charges. 

The siblings are accused of 
killing alleged Inkster drug 
dealer David Jerome Pasley 
during the early morning 
hours Sept. 26 at the victim’s 
girlfriend’s home. Inkster po- 
lice said that the two defen- 
dants were to be paid $40,000 
for the “hit”. 

Pasley died of bullet 
wounds sustained from a semi- 
automatie weapon. The 
weapon has not been recov- 
ered. 

Police believe that the 
brother and sister were prom- 
ised the money from a “third 
party” whom detectives re- 
fused to identify. Police have 
been unsuccessful in obtain- 
ing a warrant for the suspect’s 
arrest 

The 28-year-old Pasley, a for- 
mer Inkster High School bas- 
ketball star, had moved into 
his girlfriend’s home and was 
living with her and their small 
child when he was slain. Po- 
lice said that they found co- 
caine and approximately 
$3,000 in the house that Pasley 
shared with his girlfriend and 
their child. His pockets also 
had been emptied and turned 
inside out police added. 

The victim’s girlfriend was 
at work at the time of the 
shooting and the child was in 
the company of an uncle, po- 
lice said. 

Inkster Detective Charles 
Givens, who is in charge of the 
investigation, would not reveal 
the identity or motive for Pas- 
ley’s slaying, but he did say 
that the third suspect had 
hpen questioned, and knew 
“all the people involved 

“We’re working on that (ob- 
taining a warrant),” Givens 
said. “But at this time the pros- 
ecutor’s office hasn’t issued

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Area residents arrested for soliciting sex in Inkster

Some 17 area men appar- 
ently were looking for sex in 
all the wrong places and may 
have to pay for their transgres- 
sions. 

Although they failed to con- 
summate their transactions, 
they did come away red faced 
and blushing from their expe- 
riences in Inkster after they 
discovered the objects of their 
affection were police women 
working undercover. 

The 17 suspected Johns 
were rounded up and jailed 
until they could come of with 
$200 bond each. 


The men were arrested dur- 
ing a “sting” operation con- 
ducted by members of the 
Inkster police and auxiliary 
units. 

The men, mostly professio- 
nal and business people from 
the cities of Dearborn and Liv- 
onia area are scheduled for ar- 
raignment on Monday in the 
22nd District Court in Inkster, 
according to Detective Charles 
Hines, who was in charge of 
the operation. 

“We will not release the 
names of the defendants - all 
of whom posted the bonds - un- 
til their official appearance in 
the district court,” Hines said.

of court record.” 

Hines said that the defen- 
dants were arrested after they 
approached “decoys" who 
were stationed in the Spring- 
hill Street and Michigan Ave- 
nue area. Springhill is 
adjacent to a store that deals 
in pornographic books, videos 


and films located, and is east 
of the Melody Theatre which 
also features pornographic 
films and videos. 

According to police reports, 
one of the defendants, a resi- 
dent of St. Clair Shores, told 
arresting police officers that 
he was in Inkster “to purchase 


some gas.” 

One of the arresting officers 
related an incident where, 
when they arrested a another 
suspect, “the man’s hand fell 
off.” 

The suspect was wearing an 
artificial limb. He told police 
that he had lost his hand in an 
industrial accident. 

Hines stressed that the 
“sting” operation was one of a 
series conducted by the de- 
partment in hopes of putting a 
stop to the influx of men seek- 
ing sex in the city. 

“We have been trying to 
clean up Michigan Avenue for 
some time,” Hines added, 
‘‘The motel owners around 


here have told us that since we 
have begun cracking down on 
these Johns, things have 
changed for the better for 
them. They are now getting 
families and better clientele to 
stay at their motels.” 

The veteran Inkster police 
officer said he did not under- 
stand why “in this day and age 
when so much attention is 
given to AIDS and sexually- 
transmitted diseases that they 
guys continue to play Russian 
roulette with their lives. 

“Aren’t they ever going to 
learn?” 

If convicted on the charges 
the defendants could be fined 
$500 and/or a 90 day jail term. 


District court offers warrant amnesty program

themselves to dispose of the 
matter during this unique op 
portunity, court officials said. 

The Amnesty Program is de- 
signed, according to the judge, 
to afford individuals an oppor- 
tunity to voluntarily appear in 
court on scheduled basis. They 
will be arraigned on the 
charges as stated in the war- 
rant. By voluntarily appearing, 
the defendant would eliminate 
the possibility of being ar

was not a shred of evidence to 
support the theory that Krystal 
Cheeks, Pasley’s former girl- 
friend, wanted the victim dead 
because he had shunned her. 

In statements to the police 
after his arrest, Clinton 
Cheeks stated that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

Givens said the homicide 


“was not an accident. They in- 
tentionally went to Pasley’s 
home to kill him for the 
money.” 

Asked why anyone would 
use juveniles to carry out a 
“hit”, Givens replied that if 
convicted (for felony murder) 
as juveniles they would be in- 
carcerated until they were 21, 
but as adult offenders, if found 
guilty of the same charge they 
could face up to life in prison.

A 34 year-old Westland man, 
charged with sexually assaul

Robertson allegedly put his 
hand under the blanket and 
fondled the youth’s breasts 
and rubbed her vagina, Terry 
said. 

The victim reported the al 
leged incident to her mother, 
who then notified police. Ro 
bertson denied the charges.

In the never-ending game of 
changing the way the state fi 
nances schools, state legisla- 
tors apparently have again 
changed the rules on how 
schools will receive state aid 
for the 1994 95 school year. 

“Last year, the fourth Friday 
count was used as the basis for 
the following school year bud 
get,” noted Dr. Edmond L. Bev- 
erly, superintendent of Inkster 
schools. “This year that has 
changed.” 

In the wake of numerous 
complaints from school fi- 
nance directors who usually 
are the architects of the school 
budgets, the state again has 
changed the rule. 

The new rule stipulates that 
school districts must use the 
count, using 50 percent of the 
1993 and 50 percent of 1994 stu- 
dent count The figures remain 
based on the traditional fourth 
Friday count of students in the 
classrooms on that day. 

“The compromise has ap 
parently satisfied the school fi- 
nance community,” Dr. Beverly 
added. 

Finance directors argued 
that figures used by the state 
one year after the fact was not 
an accurate reflection the ac- 
tual count. They hope the new 
system would correct the situa- 
tion. 

In the meantime, Dr. Bev- 
erly said that the Inkster 
School District count shows 


that the district has two more 
students that it did a year ago. 
The fourth Friday count 
showed that there were 2,155 
students enrolled in the kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade 
program this year. 

Westwood School District 
officials said on Friday that 
their figures for the 1993 94 
school year were not available 
at this time. 

When the Oct 1 count was 
finished in the Van Buren Pub- 
lic Schools, 93 more students 
were enrolled than in the 
1992 93 school year. 

Enrollment for kinder- 
garten through 12th grade for 
the current term is 6,216, com- 
pared to 6,123 last year. 

A slight increase in enroll- 
ment ws expected, according 
to Superintendent James 
Richendollar. 

Several new housing devel- 
opments are being constructed 
in Belleville and Van Buren 
Township as well as in parts of 
Sumpter Township, all of 
which are within the Van 
Buren Public Schools bound- 
aries. 

As Governor John Engler 
delivered his proposed educa- 
tion plan including a $4500 fed- 
eral allowance for each 
Michigan student, Plymouth- 
Canton School officials 
worked to determine the 
fourth Friday count of stu- 
dents in the district.

Friday county reveals few surprises 


The fourth Friday count is 
an accounting of all students 
attending district schools as of 
that day. That number is then 
used to determine the amount 
of funding used to educate 
each student for the year. 

According to Dr. John M. 
Hoben, superintendent of the 
Plymouth-Canton Community 
Schools, the fourth Friday 
count indicated 14,910 stu- 
dents were attending public 
school in the district. “That’s 
down 88 students from last 
year,” commented an un- 
surprised Hoben. “We stay 
within range of a 100 student 
shift each year. This year, we 
saw a drop in our elementary 
and high schools, while our 
middle schools remained the 
same.” 

Using the statistics from the 
count, Plymouth-Canton Com- 
munity Schools will spend an 
estimated $5,245 on each stu- 
dent. Engler’s proposed $4500 
falls just under $800 short for 
students in the district 

The annual fourth Friday 
count in the Wayne-Westland 
schools this year shows a slight 
increase from enrollment last 
year enrollment with 15,548 in 
kindergarten through 12th

grade, but overall count is ex- 
pected to be very close to the 
last year total. 

Superintendent of Wayne- 
Westland Schools Dr. Larry 
Thomas said he is not sur- 
prised with the count. 

“We do have an increase in 
the junior high and high 
school enrollment, but it’s 
pretty close to our projec- 
tions,” Thomas said. 

Thomas said the vocational 
education enrollment and the 
community education enroll- 
ment will not have a final 
count until sometime next 
week. Although Thomas ex- 
pects the vocational enroll- 
ment to be about the same as 
last year, he does expect about 
a 20 percent decrease in the 
community education program 
enrollment. 

The total enrollment projec- 
tion for the 1993/94 school year 
is 16,487 students, Thomas ex- 
plained. 

In Romulus, the slowdown 


in school population slippage 
has begun, Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell revealed. 

While last year we lost 
about 100 students, the 1993 
count was a loss of 59, Bedell 
said. 

The heaviest drops were in 
the middle school, a drop of 25 
students, and senior high and 
Halecreek Elementary School, 
each showing an 18 student 
drop. 

The only Romulus school to 
show an increase was Barth 
Elementary School, with an in 
crease of 27 students. The in- 
crease was due mostly to the 
switching of about 45 students 
living in the Morgan Manor 
housing development to Barth 
School area, Assistant Super 
intendent Terrel LeCesne 
said. 

The figures mean little in 
the state funding system, Be- 
dell said, since we are an out 
of formula district. “Actually 
we save money if we have a 


lower pupil count,” he con 
eluded. 

Most of the school popula 
tion cuts were caused by De- 
troit Metro Airport expansion, 
which eliminated a number of 
homes in the district in recent 
years, Bedell said.

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Schools react to "choice" plan, tax cuts

Is Gov. John Engler’s school 
finance plan a tax cut, a tax 
shift or a tax hike? 

Engler administration 
forces claim it is a definite tax 
cut. Some educators and home 
owners complain it is only a 
tax shift. 

Engler on Tuesday re- 
vealed, as expected, that he 
would seek a 2 percent sales 
tax hike, add 50 cents tax on 
cigarettes and raise single 
business taxes by 2.85 percent. 
* The Engler plan also would 
add 16 mills on second homes 
and commercial and indus- 
trial properties, a 4 percent 
tax on home sales and would 
eliminate tax credits for 
Homestead property and city 
income taxes. 

Joel Carr, assistant Ro- 
mulus Community Schools su- 
perintendent in charge of 
finances and operation, prot- 
ested long and loud that En- 
gler’s much discussed school 
finance effort is really a tax 
hike for the state. 

“Using their (Michigan 
Treasury Dept.) own figures, 
we can see that some homeo- 
wners total taxes will be in- 
creased, because of the 
federal tax write offs that will 
be eliminated by the Senate 


Bill 1 tax cut,” Carr said. 

Figures supplied by Carr, 
that reportedly were prepared 
by the Office of Revenue and 
Tax Analysis, Michigan De- 
partment of the Treasury, show' 
for instance a $6,977 billion 
property tax cut mandated by 
Senate Bill 1. This would be 
balanced off with a $3,360 bil- 
lion state tax increase, a $1,830 
billion sales tax hike, a $190 
million K 12 property tax; a 
$383 million Intermediate 
School District property* tax, a 
$88 million increase in Public 
Act 198 levels (tax abatements 
for industry), a $49 million 
state utility property tax in 
crease and $774 million more 
for local government allocated 
mills. 

This would show' a $303 mil 
lion tax decrease, Carr said, 
but w'hen you add in the $500 
million federal tax increase, it 
w'ould total out to a $197 mil- 
lion tax increase payments for 
persons and industries 
throughout Michigan. 

How' this would impact each 
and every taxpayer is unclear 
at the moment, Carr said, since 
there are so many variables. 

Carr said Engler has done a 
“skilled job on property' taxes, 
but we don’t know yet how the 
replacement taxes will crawl 
back on us. 

“We do know f that the Engler 


administration claim that out 
of state residents will pay 
heavily into the sales tax hike 
is false. Most ‘tourists’ in Mich 
igan are persons traveling 
from one part of the state to 
another, rather than out-of- 
staters,” Carr said. 

In Romulus, Engler’s plan 
could also force the school dis- 
trict to go back on its 1990 
pledge and seek a 1.77 mill 
hike to make ourselves whole, 
Carr said. 

The school district vow'ed 
no future millage hikes in 1990 
W'hen it successfully sought a 
$45 bond issue to make Ro- 
mulus one of the most technol- 
ogized school districts in the 
nation. 

Meanwhile Wayne-Westland 
School Superintendent Dr. La- 
rry Thomas declared Engler’s 
school finance reform “is just 
not very good for us.” 

“We’ve lost 10 mills from 
last year and Engler’s plan 
bases the new funding on 
money spent on students this 
year,” Thomas said. 

“I’d rather see it based on 
the amount from last year,” he 
continued. 

But “I’m glad he is trying to 
put something together. But I 
don’t think it’s equitable that 
some districts can ask for addi- 
tional funding and some can- 
not,” Thomas concluded. 


Jack Hosmer, director of 
businsess affairs for the Van 
Buren Public Schools, said, 
“The only thing we are certain 
of at this point, is that the pro 
posals made by the governor 
will be changed dramatically 
before their final adoption.” 

In the Plymouth Canton 
School District, Superinten 
dent of Schools Dr. John 
Hoben said w'ith Engler’plan 
“we will lose about $1 million 
from the state.” 

Hoben “expects the Michi- 
gan legislature to make a lot of 
changes in Engler’s plan. ..but 
under the listed restrictions 
we have no (revenue) options.” 

“Charter schools and 
schools of choice would be an 
option our district would look 
at,” he said. “It will be inter- 
esting to see what charter 
schools and schools of choice 
will do for Plymouth-Canton, 
where we have a situation 
where we are already over- 
crowded and have been for 
some time.” 

Other forces also are ex- 
pressing opposition to the En- 
gler plan. The powerful 
Michigan Association of Real- 
tors revealed shortly after En 
gler’s tax talk that they were in 
“absolute opposition” to a crit- 
ical portion that proposes a 4 
percent transfer on home 
sales. 


For instance, on a sale of a 
$100,000 home, the planned tax 
would cost the home seller 
$4,000. It is estimated if the tax 
is approved it would raise $479 
million a year for schools. 

Meanwhile, it has been re- 
ported that leaders of the 
Michigan Education Associa- 
tion are urging union members 
to collect 129,000 signatures by 
April 1, 1994 to block the prop- 
erty tax cut 


Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell 
said the Michigan Out of For- 
mula District Association will 
meet on Oct. 19 to consider 
joining such an effort to collect 
signatures. 

If such a petition drive is 
succcessful, the tax cuts could 
be delayed until after a state- 
wide vote is held in November 
1994.

Police probe robbery

When Van Buren Township 
officials and township firefigh 
ters signed a three-year pact 
last week, it marked a first for 
on-call personnel in the Michi- 
gan. 

‘'This was the first union 
contract for on-call firefighters 
in the state/* said Tom Jan- 
kowski of the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Fire Fighters 
(MAFF). “I’ve been told that 
many other on-call firefighters 
were awaiting the outcome of 
these negotiations before 
seeking representation for 
their own departments. 

“I expect my phone will 
start ringing when the news 


gets out,” Jankowski said. 

The three-year contract 
calls for a 3 percent wage in 
crease each year plus an extra 
50 cents an hour for licensed 
emergency technicians and 
those with specialized training 
for underwater rescue and re- 
covery and hazardous mate- 
rials handling. 

“The township was not op- 
posed to giving extra money to 
those who are more qualified. 
It is nice to have employers 
recognize their employees* ef- 
forts,” Jankowski said. 

Jankowski said the most im- 
portant issues for the township 
firefighters were work rules 
and grievance procedures. 

‘They wanted to have their 
work rules and grievance pro- 


cedure in black and white, so 
that one person would not be 
treated more harshly than an 
other for a minor infraction,” 
Jankowski said. 

The contract also includes 
uniforms and calls for the re- 
placement of damaged private 
property while on duty plus a 
drug testing policy and safety 
issues. 

Van Buren Township Fire 
Chief Alan Smolen said he be- 
lieves the contract is “fair and 
equitable” for everyone. 

The department has 33 part- 
time firefighters. 

In the nine countie*; in 
Southeastern Michigan, there 
are 48 paid full time fire de- 
partments, 81 with part-time 
paid employees, 33 with a com

bination of paid of full-time 
and part-time employees and 
35 volunteer departments. 

“Part-paid firefighters make 
up the largest number of fire- 
fighters in the state with 
14,504. They are the largest sin 
gle group of firefighters,** Jan- 
kowski said. “There are 7,276 
full paid firefighters and 8,176 
non paid.’* 

Jankowski noted that most 
of the Detroit-area depart- 
ments have full time paid em- 
ployees, but this is not true 
outside of the Detroit area.

Fall colors lure drivers north 


Fall colors are expected to 
be spectacular this season due 
to the sunny days and cool 
nights 

“We're looking at a tradi 
tional fall color season with 
' trees changing as early as inid 
September in the western end 
of the Upper Peninsula,” said 
Peter Erickson, member ser- 
vices director. “If we experi- 
ence bright, sunny days and 
cool nights, the intensity of 
color should be phenomenal. 

If the good weather con- 
tinues, the 1993 fall color sea 
son should be a spectacular 
one, according to AAA Michi- 
gan. 

Wet weather earlier in the 
summer encouraged healthy 
growth of the trees, which 
means leaves will be bigger 
and brighter when they turn to 
autumn shade, according to 
Professor Melvin Koelling of 
Michigan State University 
(MSU). 

Koelling noted that fall
